The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on the 1st 
November , 1966 : — 

BILL No. 69 OF 1966 
A bill to regulate the employment of contract labour in certain estahlishinents 

and to provide for its abolition in certain circumstances and for matters 
connected therewith . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called thc Contract Labour (Regulation and Short title , 

extent, com

(5) (a ) It shall not apply to establishments in which work only of an 
intermittent or casual nature is performed . 

(6 ) If a question arises whether work performed in an establishment 
is of an intermittent or casual nature , the decision of the appropriate 15

(c) of sub -section (1) of section 2 of the Mincs Act, 1952 ; 

(h ) wages " shall have the meaning assigned to it in clause (vi) of 
section 2 of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 ; . 

(i) “ workman " means any person employed in or in connection 
with the work of any establishment to do any skillcd , semi- skilled 
or un -skilled manual, supervisory, technical or clerical work for hire or 
reward , whether the terms of employment he express or implied , but 
does not include any such person 

( A ) who is employed mainly in a managerial or administra 
tive capacity ; or 

( B ) who, being employed in a supervisory capacity drawswages 
exceeding five hundred rupees per mensem or cxercises, either 
by the nature of the duties attached to the office or by reason of 
the powers vested in him , functions mainly of a managerialnature ;

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( C ) who is an out-workcr, that is to say , a person to whom any 
articles or materials are given out by or on behalf of the principal 
employer to be made up , cleancd , washed , altered , ornamented , 
ſinished , repaired , adapted or otherwise processed for salc for the 
purposes of che trade or business of the principal employer and the s 
process is to be carried out either in the home of the out-worker or 
in some other premises , not being premises under the control and 
management of the principal employer.

CHAPTER II 

THE ADVISORY BOARDS 
3. ( 1) The Central Government shall, as soon as may be , consti 
tute a board to be called the Central Advisory Contract Labour 
Board (hereinafter referred to as the Central board ) to advise the 
Central Government on such matters arising out of the administra 
tion of this Act as may be referred to it and to carry out other func- IS 
tjons assigned to it under this Act, 

(2) The Central board shall consist of 

(a ) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government; 
(b) the Chief Labour Commissioner ( Central), exofficio ; 

( ) such number of members, not exceeding seventeen , as the 20 
Central Governmentmay nominate to represent that Government, the 
Railways, the coal industry , the mining industry , the contractors , the 
workmen and any other interests which , in the opinion of the Central 
Government, ought to be represented on the Central Board . 

( 3) The number of persons to be appointed as members from cach 25 
of the categories specified in sub - section (2 ), the terın of office and other 
conditions of service of, the procedure to be followed in the discharge of their 
functions by, and the manner of filling vacancies among the members of 
the Central Board shall be such as may be prescribed . 

4 . ( 1) The State Governmentmay constitute a board to be called 30 
the State Advisory Contract Labour Board (hercinafter referred to as the 
State Board ) to advise the State Government on such matters arising out of 
the adıninistration of this Act as may be referred to it ( and to carry out 
other functions assigned to it under this Act.

(a ) whether the process , operation or ocher work is incidental 
to , or necessary for the industry , trade , business, manufacture or 
occupation that is carried on in the establishment ; 

(6) whether it is of perennial nature , that is to say, it is of 35 
sufficient duration having regard to the nature of industry , trade , 
business, manufacture or occupation carried on in that establishment ; 

(c) whether it is done ordinarily through regular workinen in 
that establishment or an establishment similar thereto ; 
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(d ) whether it is sufficient to employ considerable number of 
whole-time workmen . 

Explanation .-- If a question arises whether any process or peration 
or other work is of percnnial nature , the decision of the appropriate Gov

(2 ) On receipt of an appcal under sub -section (1), the appellate 25 
officer shall, after giving the appellant an opportunity of being heard 
dispose of the appeal as expeditiously as possible. 

CHAPTER V 
WELFARE AND HEALTH OF CONTRACT LABOUR

(d ) seize or take copies of such register, record of wages or notices ac 
or portions thereo us he may consider relevant in rospect of an offence 
under this Act which he has reason to believe has been committed by 
the principal employer ; and 
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(e) exercise such other powers as may be prescribed . 
(3 ) Any person required to produce any document or thirg or to give 
any information required by an inspector under sub - section (2 ) shall be 

deemed to be legally bound to do so within the meaning of section 175 and 
5 section 176 of the Indian Penal Code.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The system of employment of contract labour lends itself to various 
abuses . The question of its abolition has been under the consideration of 
Government for a long time. In the Second - Five- Year- Plan , the Planning 
Commission made certain recommendations , namely , undertaking of studies 
to ascertain the extent of the problem of contract labour , progressive aboli 
tion of the system and improvement of service conditions of contract labour 
where the abolition was not possible. The matter was discussed at various 
moetings of Tripartite Committees at which the State Governments were 
also represented and the general consensus of opinion was that the system 
should be abolished wherever possible and practicable and that in cases 
where this system could 110t be abolished altogether, the working conditions 
of the contract labour should be regulated so as to ensure payment of wages 
and provision of essential amenities. 

2 . The proposed Bill aims at the abolition of contract labour in res 
pect of such categories as may be notified by the appropriate Government 
in the light of certain criteria that have been laid down, and at regulating 
the service conditions of contract labour where abolition is not possible . The 
Bill provides for the setting up of Advisory boards of a tripartite character , 
representing various interests, to advise the Central and State Governments, 
in administering the legislation and registration of establishments and con 
tractors. Under the scheme of the Bill , the provision and maintenance of 
certain basic welfare amenities for contract labour, like drinking water and 
first- aid facilities , and in certain cases rest- rooms and canteens , have been 
made obligatory. Provisions have also been made to guard against defaults 
in the matter of wage payment.

2 . It is proposed to entrust the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Bill in all establishments in respect of which the Central Government is 
appropriate Government, i. e ., work relating to registration of estab 
lishments employing contract labour (clause 6 ) , licensing of contractors 
( clause 11) , inspections (clause 28 ), etc., to the Central Industrial Relations 
Machinery . It may be necessary to appoint one Assistant Labour

Madras, Jabalpur , Kanpur, Dhanbad and Hyderabad , and two Labour 
Enforcement Officers in each region . Taking into account the adminis 
trative work that may devolve on the office of the Chief Labour Commis 
sioner and the Department of Labour and Employment , the following 
staff is likely to be required :

The total non -recurring expenditure likely to be incurred will

3 . In addition to the expenditure mentioned above expenditure 
on T . A . and D . A . of the non - official members of the Central Advisory 
Board , to be constituted under clause 3 and Committees to be constituted 
under clause 5 of the Bill will also be met by the Department of Labour 
and Employment. For holding two meetings in a year the expenditure 
is likely to be Rs. 10 ,000 /- per annum , thus increasing he annual 
recurring expenditure to Rs. 4,62,000/ -. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 16 of the Bill empowers the appropriate Government to make 
rules regarding canteens to e provided by contractors in every establish 
ment wherein contract labour numbering one undred or more is ordinarily 
cmployed and wherein work requiring employment of contract labour is 
likely to continue for the prescribed period . The matters in respect ofwhich 
rules may be made relate to the date by which the canteens should be pro 
vided , the number of Canteens, the standards in respect of construction , ac 
commodation and furniture to be provided and the foodstuffs which may be 
served and the charges which may be made therefor. 

2. Clause 28 (2) of the Bill provides for the making of rules subject to 
which the Inspocting staff may exercise the powers of entry, inspection 
search and seizure conferred under that clause . 


3 . Clause 35 of the Bill empowers the appropriate Government to 
make rules for carrying out the purposes of the Act . The various matters in 
respect of which rules may be made are specified in sub - clause ( 2 ) of that 
clause . They relate inter alia to the constitution of the Central and the State 
Advisory boards, the procedure to be followed by the Central board and 
the State boards and by the Committees thereof, manner and procedure for 
registration of establishments, the form of application for the grant or rene 
wal of licences for contractors , etc ., the form and manner in which appeals 
may be filed and the procedure to be followed by appellate officers , the 
manner and time within which facilities like canteens, rest -rooms, supply of 
wholesome drinking water , 1 atrines, urinals and first - aid facilities shall be 
provided and maintained by the contractor, and in certain contingencies , by 
the principal employer , the period within which the wages have to be paid 
by the contractor and the manner in which the representative of the princi 
pal employer should certify the payment of wages , the forms of registers to 
be maintained and the returns to be submitted . 

4 . These are all matters of administrative procedure and detail . The 
delegation of legislative power is thus of a normal character ,
